Judge Clears Way for Hike 
In Postal Rates Next Sunday 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 


—President Nixon announced 


today “ an unprecedented a t­ 


tack ’’ on cancer and said he 


would personally take a hand 
in its overall direction. 


N i x o n ’ s 
announcement 
cam e as Congress appeared 
ready to approve $100 million 
the President requested in his 
State of the Union message 
toward finding a cure for the 
disease. 
The 
President 
told 
news­ 
men he was confident the mo­ 
ney would be 
appropriated, 
a n d 
if 
that 
proved 
in­ 
sufficient, he would request 
m ore funds. 
“ It will not fail because of 
lack of money,” he told news­ 
m en during a 
visit 
to the 
White House press room. “ If 
$100 million is not enough, we 
will provide more m oney.” 
Nixon said he believed “ Di­ 
rect presidential interest and 
presidential guidance” might 
help conquer cancer and that 


he was therefore announcing 
a "presidential program for 
cancer cu re.” 
The President sent to Con­ 
gress legislation designed to 
create a “ Cancer Cure Pro­ 
g ra m " within the National In­ 
stitutes of Health. He said the 
p r o g r a m 
would 
be 
“ in­ 
dependently budgeted and is 
directly 
responsible 
to 
the 
P r e s i d e n t of the United 
States.” 
Today’s action represented 
an effort by Nixon to carry 
out a promise to mobilize a 
scientific 
anticancer 
effort 
similar to the successful U. S. 
cam paign to put a m an on 
the moon. 
The 
$100 
million 
would 
boost to $232 million the an- 
n u a I 
appropriation 
for 
research 
into 
cancer. 
Nixon said he had “ a very 
deep personal concern about 
this 
problem 
because 
my 
favorite aunt, Aunt Elizabeth, 
died with cancer at 32 years 
of age.” 


Nixon mentioned other can­ 
cer victims — former Sen. 
Robert A. Taft and former 
Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles — in saying the dis­ 
ease 
affected 
the 
lives 
of 
m any Americans. 
“ Cancer is second only to 
heart disease in the num ber 
of 
lives 
it 
takes 
in 
this 
country,” 
Nixon 
said 
in 
a 
statem ent 
issued 
after 
his 
brief rem ark s before news­ 
men. 
“ If the present incidence of 
cancer 
were 
to 
continue, 
some 52 
million 
Americans 
who are alive today would 
contract 
this 
disease 
some 
day .” 
The 
statem ent 
said 
there 
was 
a 
growing 
consensus 
throughout the nation “ that 
our vast scientific and tech- 
n i c a l r e s o u r c e s should 
promptly be m arshaled in an 
unprecedented attack on this 
devastating disease.” 
‘ ‘ T h i s consensus springs 
from both fear and hope.”

junction to block the new U. 
S. Postal Service from imple­

increases,

publishers contended they are 
illegal. 
Under the new rate sched­ 
ule announced for May 16, the 
cost of mailing a first-class 
letter will be raised from 6 
cents to 8 cents, the air mail 
rises 
from 
10 cents 
to 
11 
cents, and other classes by 
approximately one third. The 
postcard 
will 
rise 
from 
a 
nickel to 6 cents. 
The 
Postal 
Service 
con­ 
tended that under the 
1970 
Postal reorganization Act, it 


could raise rates tem porarily 
by as m uch as one third with­ 
in 100 days of its request if 
the Postal Rates Commission 
had not acted. 
The five-member commis­ 
sion set May 17 for the open­ 
ing of hearings on a $1.45 bil­ 
lion rate increase requested 
over the next five years.

Freeze on 


New Hiring

POMONA - The City Coun­ 
cil ordered Monday night a 
freeze on all new hiring and 
all capital expenditures until 
more is known about how the 
financial picture 
will 
shape 
up for the 1971-72 fiscal year. 
Between now and the adop­ 
tion of the new budget, the 
city possibly m ay run into fi­ 
nancial 
problems 
and 
the 
freeze is needed to save as 
m any 
budgeted 
and 
unbud­ 
geted funds as possible, said 
Mayor Richard C. Brownell. 
Under the adopted policy, 
capital expenditures and hir­ 
ing of 
additional 
personnel, 
w hether budgeted or not, may 
be m ade only with the coun­ 
cil’s express approval. 
The council will not begin 
its budget sessions until after 
May 24 when it is expected to 
receive the proposed budget 
from the administration. 
But 
although 
councilmen 
have yet to see the proposed 
1971-72 work program , they are 
aw are of the possibility of the 
city losing substantial funds. 
A suit has been filed chal­ 
lenging the city’s 6 per cent 
utility consumption tax, which 
raises an estim ated $604,000 
annually, and the Pomona Po­ 
lice Officers Relief Associa­ 
tion has filed claims for back 
compensation 
totaling 
$375,- 
000. 


The council also tabled until 
it studies the proposed bud­ 
get, 
recom mendations 
from 
the Citizens’ Budget Advisory 
Commission for a new tax on 
Los Angeles County Fair gen­ 
eral 
admission 
tickets, 
and 
from 
the 
Community 
L ie 
Commission for the creation 
of a rum or control and infor­ 
mation center. 


The city presently has a 10 
per cent admission tax on live 
entertainm ent. This levy co­ 
vers horse racing and parking 
at the fair grounds but ex­ 
cludes the general admission 
tickets.

American - Columbus, O h i o — 
were given 45 days to produce 
design proposal and 60 days for 
a cost proposal.

problem, and has used not a 
penny

funds to date. 
Members

Dynamics team are Boeing, 
Seattle: Honeywell; and Ben- 
dix, but Holmes noted th af 60 
per cent of the contract funds 
will bp spent in Southern Cali­ 
fornia.

Economist

KAPYONG, Korea (UPI) -

The bus was

Mrs. Reagan Wants 
Him Out of Politics 


SACRAMENTO, 
Calif. 
(U PI) —Mrs. Ronald Reagan, 
regarded as the most influen­ 
tial person in her husband’s 
life, says she wants him to 
get out of politics after his 
gubernatorial term expires in 
1974 because it is a “ dirty” 
business. 
“ Deeply hurt” by the con­ 
troversy swirling around her 
husband’s income tax status, 
Nancy Reagan says she hopes 
her husband never runs for 
public office again. 
“ It really is going to take 
me a long time to get my 
equilibrium back,” the Re­ 
publican governor’s attractive 
wife said in a television inter­ 
view Monday. 
Meanwhile, the 
California 
attorney general 
announced 
the state Justice Department 
will investigate whether Rea­ 
gan’s income tax return was 
illegally “ leaked” from the 
State Franchise Tax Board. 
“ We’ll go where the facts 
take us,” said Republican At­ 
torney General Evelle J. You­ 
nger.

Senate 
Democratic 
Leader George Moscone of 
San Francisco, an outspoken 
Reagan critic, also reported 
he has received “ a lot of hate 
mail” from the governor’s en­ 
thusiasts and is turning some 
of it over to the attorney gen­ 
eral.

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: A 
few months ago, 1 considered 
myself a healthy, non-uptight 
teenager, but now.

Dear J: For the moment, 
don't worry too much about 
your reaction.

The one thing we all take 
for granted is that the ground 
beneath us is steady, secure 
and permanent. When it be­ 
gins to shift it reawakens one 
of our most ancient fears; the 
fear of falling. This makes us 
all feel once again like help-

less children. 
Dr. Edward Stainbrook, a 
psychiatrist and chairman of 
the University of 
Southern 
California department of hu­ 
man behavior, says it is the 
unique nature of the earth­ 
quake itself that causes such 
a pronounced human after­ 
shock. 


Some people, when faced 
with something too herriible 
to comprehend, try to blot it 
out, or pretend it didn't hap­ 
pen. Although they may react 
quite calmly at the moment, 
just as you did, this fear they 
have buried may come up to 
haunt and distrub them in 
their dreams, or it may ac­ 
tually 
prevent 
them 
from 
sleeping. 
The best thing to do under 
the circumstances is to admit 
the fear and to discuss it with 
others. In other words, bring 
it out into the open. In this 
way, it will probably disap­ 
pear in a short time. 
Dr. Stainbrook calls what 
you are now feeling a sort of 
domestic shellshock, similar 
to battle fatigue experienced 
by soldiers in war. 
He, too, suggests that those 
who 
are 
having 
problems 
coming to grips with their 
fears try to talk them out 
with neighbors who may have 
the same of similar fears 
themselves.

DEAR DR. LAMB — My 
skin has a yellowish color. It 
seems to me that this yellow 
color is produced by the 
body. Is there anything one 
■in do to change this color by 
taking something internally or 
by surgery? Also, what is the 
cost of plastic surgery on the 
nose?

R eader 
— 
Take 
a 
good look at the whites of 
your eyes and see if they 
have a yellowish tint, too. If 
they do. you m ay have jaun­ 
dice. The yellow pigment of 
jaundice can occur from the 
hemoglobin 
pigm ent 
in 
the 
blood cells if too many red 
blood 
cells 
are 
being 
des­ 
troyed. It can also occur with 
certain other forms of anemia 
and a variety of liver dis­ 
orders. 
Certain m edicines can also 
cause yellowish discoloration 
of the skin. If the whites of 
the eyes are not yellow. I still 
think you should go see a 
physician just to be certain 
that you don’t have a medical 
condition causing the change 
in skin color that you are con­ 
cerned about. 
There are so m any different 
things that can cause yellow­ 
ish discoloration of the skin 
that it is pointless to discuss 
treatm ent unless the cause of 
the problem is known — and 
that will require a good m e­ 
dical examination. 
Concerning a nose job — 
that depends on the surgeon. 
If you are referring to a doc­ 
to r’s fee, I think vou should 
think in term s of several hun­ 
dred dollars and m aybe even 
as m uch as a thousand dol­ 
lars, depending on the doctor. 
In addition to this, you can 
a d d 
the 
cost 
of 
hospi­ 
talization. It isn’t cheap, but 
if there is a significant prob­ 
lem it is probably worth it. 
Everyone has enough handi­ 
caps in life that cannot be 
corrected; so, if at all pos­

LAMB — Is it 
possible for a pregnant m oth­ 
er to h ea r her baby cry be­ 
fore it is born? My grand­ 
daughter says she heard the 
baby cry in her womb. 
D ear R eader — Not likely. 1 
Crying requires use of the j 
lungs 
and 
respiration. 
Air 
m ust be forced out through 
the voice box. The baby dof»s 
not use his lungs for breath ­ 
ing until after birth. The an­ 
xiously aw aited first cry sig­ 
nals that the baby is b reath­ 
ing. 
The 
lungs 
are 
collapsed 
prior to delivery and circula 
tion to the baby is carried out 
through the placenta, the or­ 
gan where the circulations of 
the 
baby 
and 
the 
mother 
meet for the transfer of ox­ 
ygen, food and elimination of 
wastes. Literally, the moth­ 
e r’s 
breathing 
provides 
the 
oxygen for the baby since the 
baby 
does 
not 
breathe 
or 
have access to air.

The controversy exists be-

plan to increase the area’s 
density and bring in the first 
rental units in Via Verde. 
The residents 
passed the 


initial plans as presented by 


Vinnell-Pauley last August be­ 
cause, according to Via Verde 


resident 
Phil 
Wax, 
“ they 


didn’t know what they were 
doing.” 
Soon afterw ard Via Verde 


residents began to fight the 
proposal when plans showed a 
destruction of hills during the 
development. 
They 
formed 
the Via Verde Homeowners 
Association (with Wax as its 
president and filed a $100,000 
l a w s u i t in an attem pt to 
prevent Vinnell-Pauley from 
going 
through 
with 
devel­ 
opment plans. 
The zone change required 
for the 
development, 
from 
single residential with a 15,- 
000-souare-foot size minimum 
(R-l-15,000) to multiple resi­ 
dential, high density (R-3-H), 


received 
a 
recommendation 
from the planning commission 
at an earlier public hearing. 
Monday night, 
Robert 
L. 
Wilson, general m anager of 
Vinnell-Pauley, was one of 
only four to speak in favor of 
the proposal. 
Wilson brought before the 
council 
several 
reasons

felt the zone change and sub­ 
sequent development are nec­ 
essary, including: 
—Ernest A u e r b a c h Co.,

He warned the council that 
“ the land configurations are 
the result of nature . . . they 
should be left alone!”

Hood complained to the coun­ 
cil that “ the city planning 
c o m m i s s i o n entirely dis­ 
regarded the fact that the 
citizens do not want it!” and 
asked councilmen to deny the 
zone change. 
He called the developers’ 
density plans for the area a 
“ flagrant 
departure 
from 
business ethics” in that they 
had promised low density to 
original home buyers. 


Attorney Roger Ferrie, Via 
Verde resident, who filed the 
suit against the 
developers 
for the homeowners, said the 
zone change is designed to 
deprive those persons of what 
they purchased—a way of life 
they are entitled to puruse.” 
“ What’s the need of it?” 
questioned Ferrie of the coun­ 
cil. “There is really no need 
for that development. This is

“ can find it” elsewhere, said 
Ferrie. 
Charles Hogan, Via Verde 
homeowner, anxious about the 
proposed increased density in­ 
creasing police problems in 
Via Verde, asked the council 


why “ nowhere in 
the plan 
was there called for a sher­ 
iff’s station.” 
He also complained that al­ 
though a sign reading “ future 
school 
site” 
in 
Via 
Verde 
“still 
stands 
children 
are 
bused to Gladstone school.” 
Wax brought with him to 
the 
meeting 771 
signatures 
“of people who do not want it 
(the development)” and 441 
signatures of Via Verde resi­ 
dents who want to reopen the 
hearing on the general plan. 
“They do not want these 
hills cut down. They do not 
want that way of life,” said 
Wax. 
He warned the councilmen 
if they didn’t plan adequately 
within Via Verde and within 
the city of San Dimas itself, 
“you’re going to have a big 
mess on your hands.”

Prado Reservoir are raising a 
stink of their own over what 
they describe as a weekend 
sewer outflow which smells 
and may poison their ranch 
wells. 
According to Mrs. Jam es 
Neal, who lives on a dirt road 
just off Cucamonga Avenue 
and McCarty Road, the odori­ 
ferous flow is about 12 feet 
wide, runs down through the 
Cucamonga Wash and drains 
into the reservoir. 
“ It only runs on Saturdays 
and Sundays,” she said. “ It 
has gotten much worse the 
past 
three 
weekends, 
and 
with all this talk about ecolo­ 
gy and everything. 
‘ ‘ We have thoroughbred 
horses and with that creek 
emptying 
near 
our 
wells, 
we’re afraid of the water. 
“ It’s one of the worst things 
I’ve ever seen.” 
O t h e r neighbors agreed. 


One woman said a petition is 
being 
circulated. 
“ Consider 
the Santa Ana watershed,” 
said one man in the area, a 
dairym an who declined to be 
identified. 
The number of residents af­ 
fected was not established. 
However, one man said 
it 
probably “ is in the hundreds, 
as people live all along the 
wash.” 
All blamed the City of On­ 
tario. 
Ontario’s director of public 
utilities, 
Tiit 
Heinsoo. 
said 
that six months ago the city 
signed an agreement with the 
C h i n o 
Basin 
Water Con­ 
servation District to dispose 
of its affluent. 
He said the city’s waste is 
treated, 
heavily 
chlorinated 
and disinfected, then perco­ 
lated in ponds between Chino 
and Schaeffer avenues and 


drained underground. 
Heinsoo said residents 
in 
the area had not notified him 
of their problem. 
A n d y Schlange, generat 
m anager of the Chino Basin 
Water Conservation District, 
said no one had contacted 
him either. 
“ I’ve never heard this com­ 
plaint before,” he told the 
Progress-Bulletin this morn­ 
ing. 
“ But I’m going out there 
personally this afternoon to 
check it out. 
“ If it is our water, be as­ 
sured it will be controlled.” 
Schlange said, too, that “ if 
it is our water, it is treated.” 
He said there are dairy and 
citrus 
discharges 
into 
the 
wash, as well as district dis­ 
charges, “ and I’m not sure at 
this point what it is, but I’ll 
find out.”

Busway Would Help 
Free the Freeway 


II has taken a long time, but the Southern Califor­ 
nia Rapid Transit System has come up with a work­ 
able plan of building a busway between El Monte 
and Los Angeles to provide exclusive express lanes 
for high-speed bus travel. 
The busway will be built in the median strip of 
Hie San Bernardino Freeway which is currently the 
right of way for Southern Pacific Freight trains. It 
will be necessary to move the track in some spots 
in order to build two lanes—one inbound and the 
other outbound—for the exclusive use of RTD ve­ 
hicles. The buses will stop only at major pickup and 
discharge points. 
Total cost of the 11-mile buswav is estimated at 
$51.5 million, of which the RTD would provide $7.5 
million, the State Division of Highways would put up 
$3.3 million and local cities and other sources would 
provide $3 million. 
The biggest chunk of money, $29.1 million, is 
being allocated by the Federal Highway Admin­ 
istration. Another agency of the Department of 
Transportation, the Urban Mass Transportation Ad­ 
ministration, is providing S6.8 million. 
State highway officials figure that this is one pro­ 
ject they can’t lose on; even if the bus experiment 
should flop—and no one believes this will hap­ 
pen — they would still have two additional traffic 
lanes along Ihe San Bernardino Freeway and they 
certainly would not be wasted. Hopefully, if the pro­ 
ject is the success that proponents believe it will 
achieve, the busway might be extended further east­ 
ward to Pomona Valley in the future. 
All legal requirements for the project have been 
met and only a green light 
from the federal 
agencies is needed to assure proper funding. We 
hope that the federal government will not drag its 
feet on such a project that is vital to making a 
dent—even a small one—in our congested freeway 
svstem.

In Mideast 


CAIRO — Of the 44 hours 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers spent here in Cairo at 
least 10 were occupied with 
ceremonial dining and wining 
that are a traditional part of 
such state visits, 
duly re­ 
corded by the press, with ap­ 
propriate 
sm iles 
and 
han­ 
dshakes. It was the first time 
in 18 years that a Secretary 
of State had come to Egypt, 
and among ordinary folk the 
belief was strong that there 
m ust be some magic in Ro­ 
gers’s presence to heal the 
wounds of past w ars and end 
the threat of a new conflict. 


The trouble with celebrating an event like the 
200th anniversary of the United States is: Where do 
you start—or stop? 
The official bicentennial year, of course, is 1976, 
the 200th year since the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence. 
But the war to achieve that independence was 
touched off at Lexington and Concord in April 1775. 
and lasted for more than six years until October 1781. 
The war continued in the west for two more years 
before peace came. 
It can even be argued that American indepen­ 
d e n c e was not finally secured until the War of 1812, 
when Britain relinquished her claims to the lands 
beyond the Alleghenies. 
As for the movement toward independence, it be­ 
gan long before 1775 or 1776—at least as far back as 
1765 with the passage of the infamous Stamp Tax. 
Then there was the Boston Massacre in 1770, the 
burning ot the British revenue shop Gaspee off 
Rhode Island in 1772, the Boston Tea Party in 1773. 
It is one of the ironies of history, however, that 
the first instance of the colonists actually taking up 
arms against British rule found Americans pitted 
against Americans. This was the so-called Battle of 
Alamance in the back country of North Carolina 200 
years ago. 
Some historians hold that the defiance was not 
against England herself but was a dispute between 
the western and eastern portions of the colony. The 
grievance of the westerners, who called themselves 
“Regulators,” was what they felt to be unequal tax­ 
ation and the resulting confiscation of i>oor men’s 
farms. 
On May 16, 1771, more than 1,000 royal militiamen 
under the command of Gov. William Try on marched 
against some 2,000 Regulators. In his ultimatum or- 
gering the Regulators to disperse, the governor pro­ 
claimed that 
. .you are at this time in a state of 
war and rebellion, against your king, your country 
and your laws.” 
According to a contemporary account, the rebels 
lost 20 dead in the two-hour battle; total royal ca­ 
sualties in dead, wounded and missing were 61. A 
modern historian puts combined losses lor both 
sides at only nine, with six of 15 prisoners hanged 
lor treason. 
“A state ot war and rebellion.” Though it was 
a minor incident and happened four years before Le­ 
xington and Concord, the Battle of Alamance looms 
in our two-century perspective as one of the major 
and irreversible steps toward American indepen­ 
dence.

A Thin Hope 


Men at the top of the gov­ 
ernm ent with whom he talked 
m ade no secret of their disap- 
p o i n t m e n t that he had 
brought no magic piece of pa­ 
per in his brief case that 
would break the deadlock be­ 
tween Egypt and Israel. But, 
while the gloom was thick as 
he flew off to Jerusalem and 
confrontation with the Israeli 
Government, there was a thin 
h o p e that 
a 
compromise 
might somehow be found for 
an interim settlem ent stopp­ 
ing short of resolving the ter­ 
ritorial claim s of both sides in 
this interminable conflict. 
The compromise would be 
as follows: A token Egyptian 
force — a police force — 
would cross the Suez Canal 
and raise on the east bank 
the Egyptian flag. This would 
presum ably satisfy Egyptian 
claim s to 
sovereignty over 
territory held by the Israelis 
since the six-day w ar in 1967. 


The Israelis insist that any 
pull-back from their fortified 
positions on the east bank no 
farther than 
would 
permit 
them to see what was happen­ 
ing 
would 
be 
acceptable. 
Then the clearing of the can­ 
al, blocked by ships sunk in 
June, 1967. could proceed. Af­ 
ter that, and over months and 
m ore probably years, the re­ 
ally tough 
issues 
m ust be 
ironed out. 


There is not the slightest 
assurance that this will hap­ 
pen. 
For 
the 
Israelis 
the 
opening of the canal would be 
a plus, as it would be for the 
Egyptians and for the Soviet 
Union. Soviet m erchant and 
m ilitary ships could with far 
greater ease make their way 
to the Indian Ocean, extend­ 
ing the Russian thrust from 
the Middle East to the F ar 
East. 


As for the Egyptians, they 
feel with a passionate, na­ 
tionalistic intensity the wrong­ 
ness of the conquered territo­ 
ry still held by Israel from 
the swift victory of 1967. As­ 
oné of the most influential 
men in Egypt put it to this 
reporter, 
his eyes 
flashing, 
his voice trem bling with emo­ 
tion: 


Talk of Compromise 


‘‘They hold one-seventh of 
our land. The talk is of a 
compromise — a compromise 
proposing they give up one- 
half of what they hold, leav­ 
ing them with one-fourteenth 
of our territory. We will not 
yield one single inch of what 
is ours.” 


In somewhat 
m ore 
mod­ 
erate language this is just 
what Rogers heard. The terri­ 
torial claim is the sticking 
point, as it is with the Israelis 
who have put large devel­ 
opment capital into such con- 
t e s t e d pivotal claim s as 
Sharm el-Sheik. 
But when the score of the 
pessim ists is toted up, set 
against it is the deep underly­ 
ing desire for peace. The ini­ 
tial Rogers peace 
initiative 
has m eant nine months of no 
war. 
His 
coming 
to 
the 
Middle East with no rabbit in 
his diplomatic hat was an act 
of courage helping to underw­ 
rite the American effort to 
find a way out of the vise.

Hoover Collects $250,000 
On Three Books He By-Lined 


That tirdes" guard:an 
of 
the nation’s morals, J. E lgar 
Hoover, has collected more 
than $250,000 in royalties from 
three books researched and 
ghostwritten for him by FBI 
agents on government time. 
This is an offense, if it had 
been com mitted by some oth­ 
er government official, that 
the 
FBI 
might 
have been 
asked to investigate- For the 
money rightfully should have 
gone to the taxpayers, who 
paid the salaries of the FBI 
researchers and writers. 
I n 
defense 
of 
Hoover, 
friends say he turned over the 
proceeds to his favorite cha­ 
rities. They cited »he J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover Foundation, whose 
records we im m ediately in­ 
spected. No royalty Daymen;s 
nor cash donations were lil­ 
ted from the FBI chief. 
We also determined that ro­ 
yalty checks were made ou* 
to Hoover personally, not to 
charities. 
Of the three books, the big­ 
gest money m aker was ‘‘Mas­ 
ters of Deceit,” published in 
1958 by Holt (not Holt, Rine­ 
hart and Winston), which sold 
almost 250,000 copies. Then it 
was bought up by I ocket- 
book, which sold two miliion 
paperback copies. 
In 
1964, W arner Brothers 
paid Hoover a reported $50,- 
000 for the movie rights, al­ 
though no movie was ever 
made of the book. Insiders 
suggest the payment was in­ 
tended to butter up the old 
bear so he would perm .t War­ 
ner Brothers to film 'he popu­ 
lar TV series, “ The FBI.” 


TV Rights 


Again, the taxpayers, not 
Hoover, 
should 
have 
be*n 
paid for the TV rights to I-Bl 
stories. For the FBI, after aP, 
is a government agency, not 
Hoover’s private police. 
The FBI chief’s book, “ Stu­ 
dy of Communism,” published 
by Holt >n 1962, sold some 
125,000 copies. And a p a r '-up 
collection of Hoover’s saying.*, 
published by Random House 
as a book entitled “ On Com­ 
munism ,” sold around 40,000 
copies. 
Insiders say the man who 
authored Hoover’s best prose 
is Special Agent F. C. Stu- 


kenbroeker, a talented Ph.D., 
whose sinewy writing would 
have made him a fine author 
in his own right. Stukenbroe- 
ker gulped out an “of course 
I can’t say anything about 
that,” when we asked him 
how much of the three Hoo­ 
ver books he had written and 
whether he received a bonus 
for them. 
The research for the three 
books, we also have learned, 
was done on government time 
by FBI employees. They drew 
heavily from the files of the 
Domestic 
Intelligence 
Divi­ 
sion, an ex-FBI bigwig told 
us. The arrangem ents for the 
books and the TV series were 
also handled largely by FBI 
men on government time. 
Footnote: We tried in vain 
to get a response from the 
em battled old G-man. A spo­ 
kesman would say only, “ No 
com m ent.”

Foreign Aid — Pete Peter­ 
son,

leaders the other day behind 
closed White House doors. He 
described the economic and 
educational needs of under­ 
developed countries. For in­ 
stance, he told the leaders 
that only about 5 per cent of 
the population of underdeve­ 
loped countries 
ever 
reach 
high school. 


Economic recovery is being 
blocked today more by rising 
costs of production than by 
any other single factor. The 
latest exam ple comes in an 
announcement 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Steel Corporation—the biggest 
s t e e l p r o d u c e r in the 
country—that 
it 
has 
been 
compelled to make a 6% per 
cent increase in the price of 
steel 
used 
in 
autos, 
ap­ 
pliances and other durable 
consumer goods, as prices for 
large-volume steel sheet and 
strip products rise 8.50 to 13 
dollars a ton. 
But this is not all—other 
steel m anufacturers are ex­ 
pected to announce increases 
sim ilar to these. Also, another 
round of price increases may 
become necessary in the sec­ 
ond half of 1971 to take care 
o f 
the 
costly 
settlements 
which are expected when the 
new labor contracts are sig­ 
ned. 
Big Question 


Already Republic Steel Cor­ 
poration—the 
nation’s 
third 
l a r g e s t producer—has an­ 
nounced that it will join U.S. 
Steel in the percentage of the 
increase just made. The big 
question is how much more of 
a raise in prices will become 
necessary after tV labor ne­ 
gotiations this sum m er. For 
actually the prices just an- 
n o u n c e d are presum able 
based on the added costs re­ 
sulting from the 1970 wage 
boosts which the 
steel 
in­ 
dustry absorbed. 
N a t u r a l l y , the admin­ 
istration isn’t too happy witn 
these developments. But there 
is no sign of any intercession 
b y 
government 
officials, 
though it has been 
known 
right along that the 1970 wage 
settlements would result in 
higher prices. In fact, profits 
of the steel companies nave 
been the lowest they have ex­ 
perienced since World War II 
In 1970, they dropped 42 pei 
cent from 1969, and were 48 
per cent under 1968. The re­ 
turn of stockholders’ equity 
was the lowest since the 1938 
recession. 


Officials of the U.S. Steel 
Corporation have been hope­ 
ful 
that 
their 
negotiators 
might persuade the steelwcr- 
kers union to accept a sm al­ 
ler increase than has been re­ 
ported as us demand. The 
union recently obtained a con­ 
tract with can companies cal­ 
ling for a 31 per cent boost in 
labor costs over three years, 
and the assumpt on in labor 
circles has been 
that em ­ 
ployees in the steel industry 
would get the same or better 
term s. 
Certainly 
the 
steel 
com­ 


panies are not likely to invite 
a strike, and the good news 
that Japanese steel exports to 
the United States may be lim­ 
ited to an increase of only 
five per cent a year has also 
been welcomed by the steel 
producers in America. 
But the fact that the price 
rises which have just been 
announced are claimed to be 
taking care of past increased 
costs leaves open the question 
of whether or not there really 
will be a strike. The steel 
companies will do everything 
in their power to prevent one, 
as they have a substatial de­ 
m and now from the auto in­ 
dustry and would like to be 
able to go oni with their oper­ 
ations without interruption. 
The steel industry is hoping 
that the next price increases 
m ay not have to be substan­ 
tial. But everything is depen­ 
dent upon how flexible the la- 
bor-union negotiations prove 
to be. The adm inistration ful­ 
ly expects any price rise will 
be passed on to consumers by 
the steel users and —as Ro­ 
nald Ziegler, President Nix­ 
on’s press secretary, phrases 
it—will have an effect “on the 
inflationary aspects 
of 
the 
economy.” 
A spokesman for the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic 
Advisers has said that the in­ 
crease in prices by the steel 
industry was “ not particular­ 
ly surprising” and that what 
is of real concern is the pos­ 
sible price boosts that will oc­ 
cur in the second half of this 
year as an outcome of the 
wage 
settlem ent 
with 
the 
union. 
The need for constant rises 
in prices from year to year 
due to increases in costs of 
production has not been as 
widely publicized as it should 
have been. For this is one of 
the big causes of Am erica’s 
inflation and one of the prin­ 
cipal obstacles today to the 
return of economic stability. 
Repeated Elsewhere 
What is happening in steel 
is being repeated in many 
another industry. Costs go up 
and profits are brought down. 
The effort to get enough mo­ 
ney to pay these high costs 
m eans raising prices. This ei­ 
ther introduces foreign com­ 
petition or else cuts down the 
demand for certain products 
and slows down the business 
m e c h a n i s m of the whole 
country. That’s why the effort 
to develop 
a 
system 
that 
would m easure equitable the 
right amount by which wages 
and prices would be increased 
is more than ever essential if 
inflation is to be conquered 
and a prosperous economy 
restored.

ronto. In the first bout of the 
TV tripleh^ader, Terrell, an­ 
other form er WBA titleholder 


had little trouble beating B ra­ 
zilian, ch am p Luis Pires in 
Chicago. 


F orem an’s victory was the 
most impressive of the three. 
He beat P eralta 15 months 
ago and m ade the Argenti­ 
nian his 25th knockout victim 
in 28 pro fights when the re­ 
feree stopped their bout at 
2:52 oT the 10th.
